We  do  not 
claim  the  world’s  best  delphiniums,  nor  do  we  wish  to  say  that  ours  are 
unsurpassed.  Furthermore,  no  matter  what  we  might  say,  the  oft-dis¬ 
illusioned  gardener  will  listen  to  it  with  his  tongue  in  his  cheek.  We 
have,  therefore,  decided  to  let  our  old  customers  do  the  talking.  The 
following  excerpts  tell  an  old,  old  story  to  those  who  have  grown  the 
Lyondel  Hybrids,  but  those  who  do  not  know  the  Lyondels,  should  not 
fail  carefully  to  read  them.

This  was  TEE  STANDAED  I  adopted  by  which  the  others  were  judged.  Eeserved 
judgment  upon  the  next  eighteen  plants,  some  of  which  were  undecided  as  to  plac¬ 
ing  in  the  “ standard ”  class.  The  next  eighteen  showed  indication  that  they  would 
never  meet  the  standard,  but  were  saved  for  border  plants,  and  worthy  of  a  place 
in  any  flower  garden,  except  that  of  a  “crank.”  Two  plants  I  destroyed  as  the 
color  did  not  “appeal”  to  me.  All  seedlings  were  robust ;  one  plant  had  leaves 
16  1/2  inches  in  width.  All  the  above  plants  may  be  possible  winners  when  judged 
by  another  standard .” 

“From  xx  (names  a  leading  English  firm)  I  had  forty  plants,  and  only  one 
was  reserved  as  outstanding,  and  three  others  selected  to  keep  it  company;  all 
others  were  discarded.  Florets  were  small,  some  single,  and  ALL  plants  were  of 
weak  growth.  Also  I  had  seventeen  plants  from  xxx  (names  another  leading  Eng¬ 
lish  firm).  Only  one  was  reserved  as  meeting  the  standard.  Four  other  “very 
pretty”  plants  were  reserved  to  keep  company,  and  the  others  discarded.  Some 
would  have  been  saved  had  I  not  had  your  plants  to  judge  them.”

A  FRANK  TALK  WITH  OUR  CUSTOMERS 

According  to  the  foregoing  excerpts,  the  Lyondel  Hybrids  mnst  be 
top-notchers.  But  They  Are  Not!  We  know  their  shortcomings  more 
than  onr  customers  and  we  have  to  be  more  severely  critical  of  our  own 
product  than  others.  We  do  not  claim  perfection,  nor  anything  near 
perfection.  It  is  very,  very  difficult  to  combine  all  good  qualities  in  one 
plant,  as  the  hereditary  forces  are  too  complex ;  therefore,  despite  a  very 
rigid  selection,  cross  breeding  and  more  selections  extending  over  many 
years,  despite  a  constant  testing  of  leading  strains  of  delphinium  from 
everywhere  and  incorporating  the  best  with  our  own  hjffirids,  we  are 
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still  far  from  the  goal.  Always  there  is  something  lacking,  and  the 
effort  to  breed  it  into  a  given  strain  is  heart-breakingly  slow  in  produc¬ 
ing  results.  This  statement  may  cost  us  a  lot  of  customers;  but  those 
who  must  feed  their  imagination  on  glowing  descriptions  and  empty 
promises,  are  requested  to  look  elsewhere  for  the  “world’s  best  del¬ 
phinium.  ’  ’  On  the  other  hand,  those  who  realize  how  remote  perfection 
is;  who  are  happy  to  obtain  one  outstanding  seedling  from  a  bunch  of 
one  hundred;  who  appreciate  the  difficulties  of  the  breeder  and  under¬ 
stand  that  delphiniums,  despite  all  the  rapturous  descriptions  by  the 
originator  himself,  or  by  the  growers,  have  many  defects  which  cannot 
be  corrected  by  just  a  few  crossings  and  selections,  and  those  who,  for 
the  sake  of  the  rare  and  exceptional  quality  that  may  crop  out  any 
time,  are  willing  to  take  a  chance  and  will  be  able  to  “take  it”  in  case 
disappointments  follow,  may  find  fascinating  surprises  in  the  seeds  of 
Lyondel  Hybrids.  But  we  make  no  promises,  no  guarantee  whatever, 
nor  do  we  care  to  have  the  patronage  of  chronic  kickers  and  squawkers. 
Only  good  sports  and  good  gardeners  are  welcome ;  good  sports,  because 
the  growing  of  delphinium  from  seed  is  not  a  sure  thing  and  one  must 
be  able  to  take  both  failures  and  successes  with  the  same  degree  of  grace ; 
good  gardeners,  because  the  poor  and  inexperienced  sorts  are  not  as 
likely  to  see  and  appreciate  the  true  quality  when  such  a  thing  crops 
out  in  their  garden.  We  are  convinced  that  the  Lyondel  method  of  seed 
production  offers  a  better  opportunity  for  obtaining  comparatively  rare 
things  in  delphinium.  When  any  hybrid  flower  is  allowed  to  self  itself 
or  to  be  pollinated  by  chance  agencies,  the  quality  tends  to  segregate 
in  the  resulting  progenies  and  consequently  the  seedlings  from  seeds 
thus  produced  are  usually  mediocre  or  poor  things,  rarely  if  ever  ap¬ 
proaching  the  parental  splendor.  But  when  two  exceptionally  good 
parents  are  crossed  together  by  hand,  there  is  an  aggregation  of  fine 
qualities  and  consequently  fewer  scrubs,  a  larger  number  of  good  things, 
and  even  things  superior  to  either  parent.  Thus  Are  Better  Varieties 
Produced,  and  Thus  Are  The  Lyondel  Seeds  Produced.  Every  Seed 
We  Sell  is  the  Immediate  Result  of  Crossing  Together  Seed  and 
Pollen  Parents  of  Exceptional  Value.  No  Open  Pollinated  Seeds 
Are  Sold  to  Our  Customers  or  Used  by  Us.  But  this  is  not  all.  Once 
Some  Seedlings  Superior  to  Their  Parents  Have  Been  Obtained, 
the  Parents  Are  Discarded  Regardless  of  Ti-ieir  Beauty.  It  is  be¬ 
cause  of  this  that  our  customers  are  so  enthusiastic  about  the  Lyondel 
Hybrids ;  it  is  for  this  reason  that  we  say 

“After  You  Have  Tried  Them  All,  Then  Treat  Yourself  To 

the  Magic  of  Seeds  Cross  Pollinated  by  Hand  at  the  Lyondel 

Gardens.  ’  ’ 

And  it  is  because  of  the  same  reason  that  last  summer,  one  month 
after  our  assorted  crosses  were  placed  on  the  market,  they  were  sold  to 
the  last  seed! 

But  there  is  still  another  reason :  We  are  Breeding  Delphiniums 
Under  Great  Handicaps.  The  environmental  conditions  of  Morgan¬ 
town,  W.  Va.  where  our  crosses  are  made,  are  everything  that  delphin- 
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iums  should  not  have.  Our  summers  are  too  long  and  too  warm.  In 
recent  years  the  rainfall  has  been  too  scanty.  The  soil  is  abominable, 
being  too  shallow  and  too  heavy ;  so  much  so  that  despite  large  applica¬ 
tions  of  manure,  peat-moss,  sand  and  ashes,  it  still  bakes,  and  cakes,  and 
cracks.  Under  such  conditions  good  delphiniums  become  poor  del¬ 
phiniums.  This  season  the  drought  began  early  in  the  spring  and  con¬ 
tinued  into  the  summer.  Many  of  our  choice  delphiniums  of  last  year 
began  to  look  like  common  things ;  and  because  they  could  not  ‘  ‘  take  it,  ’  ’ 
they  are  being  dug  up  and  destroyed.  We  do  not  want  fair-weather 
delphiniums  but  the  sorts  that  will  perform  well  under  good  conditions 
or  bad.  This  means  that  a  variety  that  gives  a  satisfactory  account  for 
itself  under  the  conditions  of  Morgantown,  W.  Va.,  will  perform  much 
better  in  more  favorably  situated  gardens.  From  time  to  time  we  have 
customers  visit  us,  and  it  is  not  at  all  uncommon  for  them  to  say  some 
such  thing  as  this :  ‘  ‘  Why,  the  plants  I  raised  from  your  seeds  are  even 
better  than  yours !”  We  are  happy  to  have  our  customers  beat  us. 
But  the  pleasing  thing  about  it  is  that  they  keep  on  buying  seeds  from 
us!  They  realize  that  the  survival  and  the  selection  of  the  fittest  is 
best  accomplished  under  harsher  environmental  conditions,  whereas  the 
ideal  soil  and  climate  may  tend  to  make  a  scrub  look  like  an  aristocrat. 
Therefore,  our  handicap  is  also  our  advantage,  as  well  as  that  of  our 
customers. 

And  finally  there  is  another  reason :  ours  is  a  very  small  ‘  ‘  business,  ’  ’ 
in  fact,  it  is  very  little  more  than  a  self-supporting  hobby.  We  have 
only  a  limited  time  to  devote  to  breeding,  consequently  seed  production 
is  small  and  seed  plants  very  few.  We  can  afford  to  be  heartlessly  rigid 
about  the  selection  of  our  seed  parents.  This  year,  for  instance,  some 
ten  thousand  young  seedlings  were  planted,  but  we  do  not  expect  to 
select  more  than  one  per  cent  of  this,  and  after  a  year’s  trial  this  may 
come  down  to  a  mere  dozen,  yet  sufficient  to  give  us  all  the  seed  that  we 
can  produce  and  sell.  Such  a  severe  selecting  process  insures  a  higher 
quality  of  seed  parents.  But  if  we  were  to  produce  seeds  by  the  pound, 
we  would  use  everything  that  looked  half  way  decent  and  the  result 
would  be  the  kind  of  worthless  seed  that  is  now  flooding  the  market. 

Our  scheme  of  breeding  does  not  permit  of  quantity  production  of 
seeds.  Our  customers  increase  but  the  seed  production  remains  about 
the  same.  Therefore,  we  can  afford  to  pick  and  choose  our  customers, 
and  we  again  urge  that  all  those  who  have  had  no  experience  with  del¬ 
phinium,  leave  us  alone  until  they  have  cut  their  delphinium  teeth  on 
the  other  fellow’s  seeds  and  seedlings. 

SEED  OFFERINGS  FOR  1934 
(Only  semi-double  and  double  flowers  used  in  our  crosses) 

Once  again  we  have  discarded  nearly  all  of  last  year’s  breeding 
stock  in  favor  of  newer  and  more  superior  things.  We  omit  a  detailed 
description  of  the  different  varieties  used  in  order  to  save  space.  We 
have  also  discontinued  assorted  crosses  because  we  cannot  produce 
enough  seed  to  go  around  and  also  because  we  are  thoroughly  convinced 
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that  a  greater  variety  of  good  things  will  result  from  the  closely  re¬ 
lated  mixtures  rather  than  from  separate  crosses.  There  will  also  be  a 
more  uniform  seed  germination  because  certain  incompatible  crosses 
are  likely  to  yield  seeds  of  poor  germinating  quality.  The  following 
assorted  series  will  be  available  from  the  latter  part  of  July  for  as  long 
as  the  supply  lasts : 


Series  1 :  Bark  Crosses 

Both  pollen  and  seed  parents  used  for  seed  production  in  this  series 
have  dark  colors.  Some  have  bees,  others  are  without  bees;  aster-type, 
cyclamen-type,  frilled  and  curled  sepalloid  sorts,  and  the  conventional 
type  of  flowers,  as  well  as  many  new  kinds  are  here.  Particular  atten¬ 
tion  is  called  to  the  brilliancy  of  colors,  to  the  vivid,  sparkling  tones 
that  have  made  the  Lyondels  so  desirable,  and  to  the  lasting  quality  of 
the  flowers.  Many  of  the  parents  have  flowers  measuring  three  inches 
or  better;  long  flower  spikes  up  to  four  feet;  graceful  whip-like  things, 
broad,  pyramidal  spikes,  the  infinitely  charming  “Wrexham”  type 
inflorescence,  and  loose  or  more  compact  panicles  are  here.  We  have 
endeavored  to  breed  vigor  and  heat  resistance,  disease  and  drought  re¬ 
sistance  into  these.  Seedlings  resulting  from  these  crosses  should  yield 
largely  dark  colored  flowers,  and  each  packet  of  seeds  should  yield  at 
least  a  few  very  large  flowered  types. 

Series  2:  Light  crosses 

These  are  like  series  1  except  that  the  colors  are  all  light.  By  light 
colors  we  do  not  mean  the  washed-out,  toneless  sorts,  but  clear,  pure 
colors  possessing  a  soft  luminosity.  Attention  is  called  to  our  orchid- 
colored,  aster-flowering  type,  a  great  favorite  and  one  that  for  sheer 
beauty  and  for  soft,  caress-inviting  purity  is  unsurpassed  in  our  del¬ 
phiniums. 


Series  3:  Lavender  seifs 

We  are  justly  proud  of  our  lavender  tones.  All  sepals  are  of  the 
same  color  intensity  and  absolutely  no  other  color  is  present.  A  very 
large  number  of  the  progenies  will  breed  true  as  to  color.  There  is 
perhaps  a  greater  variety  of  floral  types  here  than  in  any  other  series, 
and  those  who  are  not  familiar  with  the  Lyondels,  will  be  amazed  at  the 
great  variety  of  forms  not  usually  encountered  in  delphiniums.  Seeds 
not  available  before  September. 

Series  4:  White  Crosses 

White  delphiniums  are  still  in  the  process  of  evolution  and  there 
is  much  to  be  done  to  bring  them  up  to  the  same  degree  of  perfection  as 
the  colored  sorts.  However,  they  create  such  a  charming  contrast  when 
planted  among  the  blue  and  purple  delphiniums  that  everyone  should 
have  them.  We  cannot  guarantee  that  any  of  our  seedlings  will  come 
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white;  the  only  guarantee  we  make  is  that  both  the  seed  and  the  pollen 
parents  are  pure  white,  semi  double,  and  quite  vigorous.  We  have 
made  our  selections  very  rigidly  and  there  is  no  reason  why  some  good 
things  should  not  result.  But  one  should  never  forecast  the  behavior 
of  hybrid  seeds. 


Series  5:  Pure  Blue  Double  Crosses 

These  also  are  still  in'  a  stage  of  evolution.  Some  very  fine  things 
are  now  available,  but  the  flowers  are  still  small.  If  one  is  satisfied  to 
have  fine,  graceful  spikes  of  pure  blue  flowers,  without  a  trace  of  pur¬ 
ple,  varying  in  intensity  from  soft  sky-blue  to  deep  ultramarine  and 
gentian  blue,  glowing  ripples  of  saphire  and  a  bit  of  distilled  heaven, 
one  should  not  hesitate  to  try  seeds  of  our  pure  blue,  double  crosses. 
But  be  prepared  for  disappointments  as  well  as  for  delicious  surprises. 
Not  ready  before  September. 

Series  6 :  General  mixture 

Consists  of  a  mixture  of  the  foregoing  five  crosses. 

Series  7:  Connoisseurs’  Series 

Here  are  included  crosses  made  between  the  finest  novelties  that 
will  bloom  for  us  for  the  first  time  this  summer.  In  realty  these  might 
be  termed  pre-release  seeds  because  next  year  their  parents  will  be  used 
to  a  large  extent  for  the  production  of  1935  seeds.
